The  property  of  the  Norway  &  Paris  Street  Railway  Co.  includes 
all  property  in  town  formerly  belonging  to  said  company  and  the  Ox- 
ford Light  Co. 

On  account  of  additions  made  to  the  plant  of  the  Norway  Water 
Company,  and  also  on  account  of  the  evident  low  valuation  hereto- 
fore made  upon  said  company's  property  located  within  the  town  of 
Norway,  the  company's  valuation  has  been  raised  to  the  extent  of 
$10,000,  under  the  belief  that  this  change  will  bring  said  company's 
tax-burdens  nearer  to  the  level  of  what  other  species  of  property  in 
town,  have  to  bear.  There  is  another  matter  which  should  interest 
the  tax-payers  of  the  town.  The  law  provides  for  the  taxation  of 
"money-at-interest"  and  also  "money  on  hand."  These  require- 
ments seem  to  be  very  nearly  a  dead  letter,  for,  with  the  excellent 
opportunities  given  under  lawful  sanction  and  the  customs  of  appel- 
late tribunals  like  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  it  has  been 
given  out  as  a  proper,  lawful  transaction,  that  a  person  owning  per- 
sonal property  which  is  naturally  liable  to  taxation  can  assign  the 
title  to  such  property  on  the  last  business  day  of  the  month  of  March, 
refuse  to  give  the  name  of  the  party  to  whom  such  assignment  is 
made,  and  have  the  same  property  re-assigned  to  the  real  owner  at 
any  convenient  date  after  April  first,  and  thus  the  property  can  es- 
cape taxation  entirely.  All  that  seems  to  be  necessary  is  a  disposition 
steeped  in  "gall"  on  the  one  part  and  2i  politically  obliging  condition 
on  the  other. 
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We  think  it  is  well  to  consider  these  classes  of  property  in  the 
sanae  list  as  the  "Will-o-the-Wisp,"  which  no  one  can  afford 
to  chase  very  far.  If  these  kinds  of  property  are  listed,  that  list  has 
to  be  followed  by  an  abatement  list  of  nearly  the  same  size,  for  hold- 
ers of  money  are  usually  ready  to  "swear  off"  all  they  are  taxed  for 
in  this  line,  even  if  they  have  to  put  their  ready  money  into  the 
Savings  banks  just  before  April  1st  each  year,  to  keep  their  con- 
sciences clear  when  they  assert  or  swear.

To  F.  W.  Sanborn,  a  citizen  of  the  town  of  Nor- 
way, in  the  County  of  Oxford  and  State  of 
Maine,  Greeting : 

In  the  nanae  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  town  of  Norway  qualified  by 
law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  Nor- 
way hall  in  said  Norway,  on  Monday,  the  fourth 
day  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside 
over  said  meeting. 

2.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  a  Board  of  Selectmen,  As- 
sessors, Overseers  of  the  poor,  a  Town  Treas 
urer,  Town  Agent,  a  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Superintending  School  Committee,  two  Trus- 
tees of  the  Norway  Public  Library,  a  Tax  Col 
lector,  and  all  other  necessary  town  officers  tor 
the  ensuing  year,  with  the  exception  of  a  Road 
Commissioner.

Art.  5.  To  establish  the  price  per  day  that 
the  Road  Commissioner  or  Road  Commissioners 
shall  receive  for  services. 

To  see  what  per  cent,  the  town  will 
vote  to  pay  for  collecting  taxes  for  the  ensuing 
year.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  grant  and  raise  for  the  support  of  a  free 
high  school  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the 
Superintending  School  Committee  to  maintain 
a  school  in  the  Crockett  Ridge  neighborhood 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  grant  and  raise  for  instruction  in  music 
and  drawing  in  common  schools  of  twenty-live 
pupils  or  more  for  the  ensuing  year.

In  the  matter  of  A.  F.  Marston's  taxation  and  subsequent  abate- 


ment an  explanation  seems  proper,  and  we  will  state  that  after  giving 
the  matter  considerable  attention  it  was  found  that  the  item  in  Mr. 
Marston's  assessment  for  the  year  1905  covering  a  holding  of  $3,000 
should  not  have  been  in  the  list,  and  for  the  following  reasons,  viz: 
As  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  extra  valuation  of  $3,000  which 
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was  added  to  a  valuation  of  $2,000  which  Mr.  Marston  had  very  gen- 
erously given  in  to  be  taxed  for  for  several  years,  was  made  upon  the 
supposition  that  Mr.  Marston  had  withdrawn  his  interest  in  the  firm 
of  B.  F.  Spinney  &  Co.  before  April  Ist,  1905  and  that  such  means  as 
he  possessed  aside  from  such  interest  was  taxable  in  Norway  where 
he  had  made  his  home  for  several  years.  But  upon  inquiring  at  the 
office  of  the  firm  in  Boston  we  received  this  statement:  "Mr.  A.  F. 
Marston  retired  from  our  firm,  his  settlement  was  made,  and  his 
interest  ceased  May  1st,  1905,"  which  makes  it  quite  certain  that 
Mr.  Marston  was  unjustly  taxed  in  the  sum  of  $51,00 — town  taxes — 
in  the  year  1905  and  for  the  foregoing.reasons  that. sum  has  been  a- 
bated  and  he  has  paid  the  remainder  of  what  he  was  taxed  in  said 
year. 

In  the  case  of  Lucius  I.  Bartlett,  who  asked  for  an  abatement  on 
his  taxes  for  1905,  he  made  a  statement  to  which  he  was  willing  to 
take  oath,  that  of  the  $2,000  in  money  for  which  he  was  assessed  at 
that  time  he  only  had  $300  outside  the  Savings  bank.  Therefore, 
believing  his  statement,  the  tax  for  $1,700  was  abated.  Amount  of 
this  abatement  is  $28.90.

Tbe  condition  of  things  at  the  farm  when  examined,  Jan.  31st, 
was  shown  to  be  decidedly  favorable. 

The  interest,  ability  and  industry  exhibited  by  Superintendent 
Smith  and  his  wife  could  not  fail  to  convince  any  one  interested  that 
they  are  well  fitted  for  the  positions  they  fill.  Their  experience  in 
public  institutions  in  Massachusetts  makes  it  easy  for  them  to  take 
the  advantage  of  routine  labors,  and  it  is  noticeable  that  no  harsh 
methods  are  in  vogue  on  the  farm  at  the  present  time.  The  health 
conditions  at  the  farm  have  been  unusually  favorable,  there  having 
been  need  for  only  trifling  medical  attendance  during  the  year.  The 
cattle  are  in  good  condition  and  we  feel  that  the  feeding  and  care 
have  been  judicious.  The  feed  bills  are  considerable,  but  such  is 
tbe  fashion  we  find  with  almost  all  farmers,  who  have  adopted 
modern  ways  and  customs. 

The  losses  and  disappointments  have  been  with  us  as  is  usually 
the  case  at  the  farm.  One  cow  was  lost  by  choking,  in  the  barn,  and 
the  frost  injured  the  sweet  corn  to  quite  an  extent.  Experience 
shows  that  the  town  farm  is  not  a  safe  place  for  sweet  corn  raising, 
one  year  with  another. 

Some  shingling  was  done  to  the  house  last  fall  and  there  are  some 
shingles  left  for  future  needs.  The  inside  of  the  farmhouse  is  in 
fair  shape  except,  that  some  new  flooring  is  needed.  The  perform- 
anee  of  the  furnace  arrangement  is  excellent,  and  we  think  there  are 
few  warmer  houses  in  town  than  the  old  institution  at  Yagger,  and 
we  believe  it  has  a  safe  plan  of  heating. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  present  board  of  select- 
men has  disposed  of  the  fir,  spruce  and  birch  timber  on  the  place, 
reserving  twenty-five  (25)  spruce  trees,  which  have  been  marked  by 
Mr.  Smith.  The  fir  and  spruce  is  falling  down  and  will  never  be 
any  better.  The  sale  we  made  to  C.  B.  Cummings  &  Sons  has  no 
reference  to  the  sale  of  the  pine  timber  on  the  place.  The  prices 
agreed  upon  are  as  follows;    For  the  birch  the  firm  agrees  to  pay 
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three  (3)  dollars  per  cord  at  the  stump,  and  for  the  soft  wood,  six 
dollars  per  thousand  feet,  board  measure,  at  the  stump.  And  it  is 
further  agreed  that  the  buyer  shall  take  all  the  fir  and  spruce  on 
the  place  down  to  a  top  diameter  of  four  (4)  inches,  the  least  length 
to  be  ten  feet  (10  ft.)  and  shall  have  until  April  1st,  1909,  in  which 
to  get  the  timber  off. 

As  to  the  "Merrill  case''  we  would  state  that  we  found  the  woman 
was  running  up  a  bill  against  the  town  at  the  rate  of  two  (2)  dollars 
per  week  in  the  town  of  Alfred.  We  sent  one  of  our  board  to  Alfred, 
who  saw  her  there,  and  she  pretended  she  was  going  to  work  at  a 
place  where  her  services  would  pay' for  her  keeping.  We  let  this 
scheme  of  hers  have  time  to  materialize  and,  finding  there  was  noth- 
ing to  it,  went  to  Alfred  and  removed  her  to  the  farm  last  Septem- 
ber, where  she  is  at  the  present^time.  Our  opinion  is  that  she  will 
remain  there  some  time  before  she  will  take  care  of  herself. 

It  was  unfortunate  for  the  town  that  hay  had  to  be  bought  last 
spring,  and  we  hope  there  is  enough  to  last  what  stock  there  is  this 
spring.  We  purchased  a  cheapish  horse  last  spring,  which,  under 
the  handling  of  Mr.  Smith,  has  become  a  remarkably  serviceable 
animal  of  good  size. 

Believing  that  the  horse  hay  fork  is  a  part  of  the  barn,  that  imple- 
ment is  left  out  in  the  inventory  made  for  the  year  1907.

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Mr.  Meader  died  on  June  20th  and  Mr.  Morgan  the  next  day. 
Their  bills  have  been  quite  heavy  but  we  believe  tbey  are  all 
paid.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Button  will  say  he  came  to  our  board,  say- 
ing he  had  an  engagement  somewhere  in  the  state  of  Cormecticnt, 
and  only  lacked  means  to  pay  his  fare  to  the  place.  Upon  his 
representations  we  let  him  have  ten  dollars  which  he  promised  to 
repay  to  the  town  as  soon  as  he  could  earn  the  money,  and  we  pre- 
sume he  will  do  so.  Mr.  Burt  had  a  serious  trouble  with  his  knee  and 
upon  the  advice  of  Dr.  Bartlett  we  had  him  taken  to  the  hospital  at 
Lewiston,  for  treatment  which  appeared  to  be  beneficial. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Gammon  is  different  from  many  we 
have  to  deal  with.  She  is  under  guardianship,  and  her  guardian 
draws  both  her  National  and  State  pension  allowances.  It  would 
seem  that  with  her  pension  money,  amounting  to  $180.00  per  year, 
she  could  get  along  with  less  expense  to  the  town  than  what  she 
does.  She  always  had  a  crowd  hanging  about,  owing,  doubtless,  to 
her  social  bent  and  turn  and  perhaps  it  would  be  hard  to  break  up 
this  condition.  She  is  in  "the  excepted  class,"  being  the  widow  of 
a  Civil  war  soldier,  and  the  rest  of  the  story  may  as  well  be  short. 

The  bills  of  Mr.  Bolster,  which  should  have  been  paid  years 
before,  have  been  paid  this  year. 

In  the  matter  of  E.  Perrault's  child  will  say  it  was  a  most  dis- 
tressing case.  The  little  boy  was  severely  afflicted  with  cataracts, 
and  the  only  prospects  ahead  in  his  case  pointed  toward  absolute 
blindness.  His  parents  were  very  anxious  about  the  child  and  yet 
were  not  possessed  of  means  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  get  the 
benefit  of  special  treatment  at  the  Sisters'  Hospital  at  Lewiston,  to 
which  place  they  wished  to  take  the  child.  We,  therefore,  aided 
them  to  the  extent  of  $26,  and  understand  the  effort  was  quite  suc- 
cessful. 

We  found  some  unpaid  bills  in  Auburn  on  account  of  Miss  Kath- 
erine  Smith.  We  were  satisfied  that  one,  held  by  the  city  of 
Auburn  was  a  worthy  one  and  so  we  paid  it.  The  other  one  was 
poorly  sanctioned  and  we  declined  to  pay  it. 

W.  F.  Cotton  met  with  an  accident  last  fall  and  has  had  a  little  aid, 
but  is  now  getting  around  so  as  to  perform  some  labor. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  D.  M.  Buck  is  one  which  has  carried  heavy  ex- 
pense with  it.  She  was  taken  down  with  sickness  in  July  last  and 
has  had  a  great  deal  of  care  and  expense  ever  since — and  the  end  is 
not  yet. 
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At  the  first  of  the  trouble  she  rebelled  against  using  the  services 
of  the  town  physician,  who  was  capable  of  keeping  her  comfortabley 
at  least,  and  who  could  not  very  well  have  handled  the  case  to  have 
it  show  less  or  slower  progress  than  the  one  has  done  who  has  at- 
tended upon  her.  Had  she  taken  the  benefit  of  the  services  of  the  town's 
physician  they  would  have  cost  her  nothing.  While  the  town  will  not 
pay  the  other  doctor,  it  still  deprives  the  town  of  the  benefit  it  should 
derive  from  her  pensions  which  naoney  she  uses  to  pay  the  doctor  for 
his  services  and  pays  hardly  any  ordinary  support  bills,  she  has  had 
to  be  attended  carefully  for  months,  and  is  so  fussy  and  dictatorial  as 
to  who  shall  attend  her  that  it  is  hard  to  get  help  to  care  for  her. 
She  has  given  up  the  rent  she  has  been  occupying,  has  stored  her 
goods  and  is  now  boarding  with  Mrs.  Ethridge.  The  expense  at 
present  being  $10  per  week,  for  board  and  all  extra  care  and  watch- 
ing. What  the  next  developmepts  will  be  none  can  foretell.  In  the 
case  of  reimbursement  by  the  State  in  the  matter  of  Mrs.  E.  E.  Welch's 
support  at  the  Insane  hospital  we  notice  there  was  an  evident  error 
made  by  the  State  authorities  in  calling  the  amount  -1102.02  instead 
of  $120.02.  We  will  appraise  the  authorities  of  the  fact  at  once,  and 
trust  the  difference  will  be  sent  to  our  town.  Mrs.  Welch  is  now  out 
of  the  State. 

The  pay  for  Town  Physician  has  been  reckoned  in  the  Poor  Ac- 
count where  it  seems  to  rightfully  belong. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  Henrietta  Hussey  is  one  carryi^ig  many  hardships 
and  the  expenses  amount  to  considerable.  She  has  four  dependent 
children  with  no  means  of  support  but  her  own  labor.  Late  in  the 
spring  she  stated  that  if  the  town  would  pay  her  rent  bill  she  would 
pay  the  other  bills  herself.  This  we  think  she  has  endeavored  to  do 
but  ill  health  has  forced  her  to  ask  some  favors  of  the  town  in  the 
way  of  fuel,  a  few  groceries,  and  footwear  and  clothing  for  the  boy.

The  past  year  has  been  rather  quiet  in  the  way  of  town  business, 
and  things  in  general  have  run  in  the  town's  favor.  For  the  first 
time  in  a  long  while  the  balance  has  swung  in  favor  of  the  town  farm, 
even  when  there  have  been  no  sales  of  timber  to  amount  to  much. 
We  feel  that  there  should  be  such  efforts  put  forth  that  the  farm 
should  pay  its  bills  with  the  limited  number  of  inmates  there  at 
present. 

Some  other  features  of  town  financial  matters  are  not  in  such  a 
favorable  condition  as  in  the  case  of  the  farm.  The  shrinkage  in  cash 
on  hand  from  $4,265  69  in  the  year  1902  to  $1,562.78  in  1906  signifies 
that  we  are  not  raising  money  enough  to  keep  even  with  the  world, 
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and,  as  a  consequence,  we  are  '■'hard  aground''''  financially,  with  a 
Contingent  Fund  account  depleted  frona  $3,267.84  in  1902  to  a 
"mmMs"  condition  of  that  account  to  the  extent  of  $535.36.  The. 
worst  condition,  which  is  hard  to  control,  is  the  use  of  money  raised 
for  road  repairs  account.  The  commissioners,  we  believe,  should 
meet  in  the  spring,  take  account  of  their  means  and  divide  their 
allowance  in  such  a  way  as  to  generally  suffice  to  insure  good  feel- 
ings on  the  board  and  good  results  in  the  expenditure  of  the  money 
allowed.  In  one  or  more  cases  it  has  seemed  to  be  the  commission- 
ers' determination  to  use  the  money  early  in  the  season,  then  depend 
on  chance  to  run  matters  through  the  last  of  the  year,  or  hand  in 
their  resignations.  The  over-draft  in  the  Highway  account  this 
year  has  been  owing  to  the  expenditure  of  about  $300  to  fit  up  rail- 
protection  at  the  lake  side,  and  the  many  washing  showers  which 
kept  nibbling  away  at  the  highway  money  till  it  was  exhaust- 
ed. As  to  the  matter  of  the  State  road,  we  would  say  that  the 
County  commissioners  seemed  to  be  satisfied  with  the  work  done 
by  Mr.  Curtis,  so  certified  to  the  State  authorities  and  we  have 
received  the  earned  allowance  of  $200  on  an  expenditure  of  $400. 
There  was  also  a  balance  of  a  few  dollars  received  from  the  previous 
year's  State  road  operations. 

It  really  seems  as  though  there  should  be  a  "let  up"  in  our  expendi- 
tures on  account  of  poor  away  from  the  farm,  but  just  when  the 
relief  may  be  expected  no  one  can  foretell. 

The  cost  of^the  new  iron  bridge  near  the  saw-mill  over-ran  the 
town  meeting  estimate,  which  would  have  been  a  trifle  higher,  we 
think,  had  it  been  known  that  the  old  abutments  were  entirely 
worthless.  The  matter  of  the  running  of  a  line  between  the  towns 
of  Norway  and  Waterford  was  substantially  arranged  for  by  our  im- 
mediate predecessors,  and  the  only  part  taken  by  our  board  was  that 
of  assistants  and  spectators.  It  is  a  matter  left  to  judicial  settle- 
ment and  we  trust  the  result  of  the  special  commissioners'  efforts 
may  be  satisfactory  when  finally  declared. 

We  feel  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Norway  for  the  treatment  the 
board  has  received  at  their  hands.  In  return  it  has  been  our  en- 
deavor to  perform  the  duties  temporarily  assigned  to  us  in  a  man- 
ner which  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned.

To  The  Selectmen  of  Nokway: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending;  Jan.  Ist,  1907. 

We  are  glad  to  report  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  serious  epi- 
denoic  during  the  year. 

Six  nuisances  have  been  reported  and  all  investigated.  The 
owners  of  the  premises  were  instructed  to  put  the  same  in  sanitary 
condition  at  once  and  so  far  as  we  know  our  orders  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

Three  cases  of  diptheria  have  been  reported  to  the  Board,  all  re 
covered,  and  the  houses  were  thoroughly  disenfected  before  quaran- 
tine was  removed. 

We  have  received  notice  of  only  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

Four  cases  of  measles  were  reported  during  the  year,  but  at  the 
time  of  making  this  report  we  know  that  there  are  several  more  in 
town. 

We  have  had  only  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  this  a 
non  resident. 

We  have  had  several  cases  of  whooping  cough,  but  only  a  few 
have  been  reported  to  the  Board. 

While  this  disease  is  not  one  that  is  subject  to  quarantine  it  is 
essential  that  the  Board  of  Health  have  notice  of  all  cases,  whether  they 
are  under  the  care  of  a  physician  or  not.  Chapter  123,  Section  10,  of 
the  Public  Laws  provides  that  any  householder  or  physician  failing 
to  report  contagious  diseases  "shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars."

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liEPOBT  OF  StrPERIKTENDElSrT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


It  has  been  a  year  of  progress  in  our  schools.  The  winter  of  1905- 
1906  was  remarkably  free  from  the  diseases  of  childhood  that  make 
such  inroads  upon  the  attendance  at  school. 

Again  we  have  no  radical  changes  in  text  books  or  methods  to 
report.  The  extension  of  instruction  in  drawing  and,  music  has 
rendered  each  subject  more  interesting,  and  the  skill  that  our  pupils 
show  in  drawing  is  a  pleasant  surprise  to  all  who  have  seen  their 
work. 

The  teacher  has  made  a  report  on  the  subject  of  drawing  and 
music,  printed  herewith. 

In  every  room  where  Miss  McA.rdle  has  taught,  there  is  a  better 
spirit  of  industry  and  interest  along  all  the  lines  of  scholarly  en- 
deaver. 

If  the  Superintendent  could  once  report  a  year  without 
changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers,  except  those  that  he  had  recom- 
mended, he  could  certainly  report  better  results.  But  Norway  is 
obliged  to  employ  so  many  different  individuals  as  teachers  in  a  year 
that  time  is  inevitably  lost  by  our  pupils.  In  the  three  terms  report- 
ed thirty-seven  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  and  only 
twenty-four  at  one  time. 

Of  those  who  have  left  the  school-room  during  the  past  year  Miss 
Mercy  E.  Millett  deserves  more  than  mere  mention  in  passing  for  the 
long  and  faithful  work  accomplished  by  her  in  many  schools  of  our 
town,  but  particularly,  it  seems  to  me,  as  teacher  of  our  Upper  Pri- 
mary school,  where  many  pupils  get  their  first  impressions  of  the 
world  as  revealed  by  books,  and  meet  in  close  contact  the  first  per- 
son outside  their  own  family  circle.  What  Miss  Millett  did  she  did 
well,  and  fortunate  is  the  boy  or  girl  who  retains  some  impress  of 
her  character. 

The  Tiffany  Industrial  cabinet  purchased  last  year,  but  paid  for 
from  the  1906  appropriation,  has  rendered  as  real  to  the  pupils  who 
have  used  it,  the  processes  of  manufacturing  the  other  staple  articles 
of  our  country,  as  their  knowledge  of  our  shoe  business  arising  from 
observation  here  at  home. 

Notable  among  events  of  the  year  that  aid  instruction  were  the 
raising  of  the  beautiful  flag  in  the  village  school  yard  by  the  Norway 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  the  digging  of  a  well  and  installing  a 
pump  at  the  Holt  school,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Swift  Corner  neigh- 
borhood that  resulted  In  an  excellent  wall  clock  and  a  globe  for  their 
school  children.  The  town  paid  for  the  pole  and  ball  that  made  the 
flag  staff,  but  the  flag  and  fittings,  the  labor  on  the  pole  and  the  set- 
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ting  were  furnished  by  the  women  of  the  clubs.  The  Holt  school 
and  Swift  school  improvements  are  wholly  the  work  of  those  neigh- 
borhoods. 

This  year  our  high  school  was  approved  as  a  fitting  school  for 
colleges  in  New  England,  by  being  placed  on  the  trial  list.  That 
this  is  a  distinction,  not  secured  by  all  is  plain  from  the  fact  that  of 
the  academies,  seminaries  and  high  schools  of  the  cities  and  towns 
of  Maine  only  forty-eight  had  been  accepted  by  the  New  England 
College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  on  Dec.  31,  1906.  The  colleges 
composing  the  Board  are  Amherst,  Boston  University,  Bowdoin, 
Brown,  Dartmouth,  Mount  Holyoke,  Smith,  Tufts,  University  of 
Maine,  Wellesley,  Wesleyan  and  Williams. 

And  in  all  New  England  two  hundred  eighty-one  academies  and 
high  schools  are  on  the  approved  list.  The  advantage  to  our  youth 
from  approval  by  the  Board  is  that  upon  certificate  from  our  high 
school  principal  that  he  has  maintained  an  average  rank  not  below 
the  requirement  of  the  Board,  any  student  is  admitted  to  the  college 
of  his  choice  without  examination.  As  I  consider  our  present  status 
a  matter  for  congratulation  and  deem  it  of  great  importance  that 
in  future  we  may  not  lose  our  representation  from  any  failure  of  a 
superintendent  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Board,  I  beg  leave 
to  quote  from  the  Rules  of  the  Board  relating  to  the  approval  of 
schools: 

I.  "No  school  shall  be  placed  on  the  approved  list  for  three  years 
until  it  has  been  on  the  trial  list  for  one  year. 

"The  certificate  privilege  of  a  school,  whether  it  be  on  the  trial 
list  or  on  the  list  of  fully  approved  schools,  shall  not  be  continued 
without  a  formal  application  on  the  part  of  the  school." 

And  a  further  quotation  from  the  Rules  of  the  Board: 

II.  "Applications  for  approval  must  be  made  to  the  Secretary, 
upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  Board  and  covering  full  statements 
concerning  courses  of  study,  teachers  and  equipment. 

III.  "Applications  for  approval  shall  be  acted  upon  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  they  are  received,  but  they  must  be  received  before 
April  1st,  in  order  to  be  approved  for  the  next  college  year. 

IV.  "No  school  will  be  approved  unless  it  has  shown  by  the 
record  of  its  students  already  admitted  to  college  its  ability  to  give 
thorough  preparation  for  college,  or  unless  it  can  satisfactorily  meet 
such  tests  as  the  Board  may  establish  to  determine  its  efiiciency." 

In  a  great  measure  it  has  been  the  able  and  faithful  work  of  our 
present  principal  that  has  won  for  Norway  High  School  this  distinc- 
tion. And  under  his  administration  we  can  maintain  our  standing, 
if  we  furnish  teachers  enough  for  our  rapidly  growing  high  school. 
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The  recommendatioD  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  to 
furnish  more  room  and  teachers  for  the  high  school  should,  in  my 
judgment,  be  immediately  acted  upon. 

The  Don  C.  Seitz  prize  for  excellence  in  course  was  last  spring 
awarded  to  Charlotte  Whitten  Lovejoy.

To  THE  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  NoRwaY: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  music  and  drawing  are  yet  in  the  experi- 
mental stage  in  the  Norway  schools,  it  has  seemed  advisable  that  I 
submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  in  these  branches. 

Instruction  in  drawing  divides  itself  into  three  parts,  pictoral  draw- 
ing, mechanical  drawing  and  design. 

In  the  primary  grades  the  first  of  these  only  is  attempted  ;  it  is  close- 
ly correlated  with  the  language  work,  and  is  a  valuable  means  of  de- 
veloping accurate  observation  and  skill  in  the  use  of  the  hands. 
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With  the  older  children  a  certain  amount  of  all  three  has  been 
done,  though  the  absence  of  a  manual  training  course  robs  the  me- 
chanical drawing  of  its  more  practical  aspect  and  its  greatest  interest. 

We  have  endeavored,  too,  to  give  the  pupils  a  degree  of  familiarity 
with  famous  artists  and  their  works.  In  connection  with  this  part 
of  the  work  an  exhibition  of  prints  from  the  Horace  K.  Turner  Com- 
pany, Boston,  was  held  in  Concert  Hall.  The  proceeds  amounted  to 
nearly  forty  dollars  which  was  invested  in  pictures  for  the  school 
rooms. 

By  request  an  exhibit  of  the  children's  work  was  sent  to  the 
Aroostook  County  Convention,  and,  according  to  the  chairman  of 
their  committee,  "compared  favorably  with  work  from  Augusta, 
Bangor,  Bath  and  other  cities  represented." 

Our  own  "Parents  Day"  display  of  drawing  held  toward  the  close 
of  the  spring  term  was  well  attended  and  most  successful  in  every 
way. 

Music  for  the  first  year  consists  of  little  more  than  the  memorizing 
of  rote  songs  and  an  attempt  to  cultivate  purity  and  sweetness  of 
tone;  the  children  of  the  second  and  third  grades  are  able  to  sing  at 
sight  simple  exercises  in  the  key  of  C.  In  the  fourth  year  they  be- 
gin the  study  of  the  other  keys,  and  take  up  very  simple  two  part 
songs  and  exercises  which  increase  in  difficulty  throughout  the 
grades  to  the  eighth,  where  three  part  music  is  begun. 

In  all  grades  below  the  eighth  we  have  this  year  introduced  indi- 
vidual singing  with  good  results. 

A  chorus  of  children  from  the  upper  grades  sang  at  the  Memorial 
Day  exercises  in  the  Opera  House  last  spring,  and  a  chorus  of  little 
children,  with  a  sextette  of  girls  from  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades, 
took  part  in  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  services  on  the  World's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  Sunday. 

In  spite  of  the  adverse  conditions — the  fact  that  all  the  grades  from 
ninth  to  first  were  obliged  to  start  on  the  same  footing,  and  the  con- 
sequent difficulty  for  a  time  of  holding  the  interest  of  the  older  pu- 
pils, the  work  has  been  better  in  most  cases  than  I  had  expected  or 
hoped. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  thank  both  school  officials  and  parents  for 
the  support  and  encouragement  that  has  made  for  me  a  very  pleasant 
and  I  hope  not  unsuccessful  school  year.

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A  credit  allowance  for  worn  out  books  in  exchange  amounting  to 
$40.04  has  been  deducted  by  the  publishers  o£  whom  we  have  pur- 
chased, leaving  net  cost  of  books  as  above  stated. 

The  bulk  of  the  repairs  appropriation  was  expended  in  the  vil- 
lage for  the  following  reason.  For  a  number  of  years  the  plaster  of 
the  ceilings  of  the  rooms  directly  under  the  high  school  room  has 
been  falling  to  the  tloor,  fortunately  never  when  the  little  children 
have  been  in  the  rooms. 

After  mature  consideration  your  committee  decided  that  the  most 
economiciil  method  of  repair  was  to  sheath  with  steel  ceiling.  We 
could  not  accurately  estimate  the  cost  in  advance  but  determined  to 
sheath  the  ceiling  uf  the  room  occupied  by  grade  five,  and  this 
work,  with  the  painting  it  necessitated,  and  with  new  window 
shades  for  the  room,  cost  $138.93.  It  was  not  completed  till  just 
before  school  opened  and  it  .was  thought  best  not  to  attempt  repair- 
ing rural  houses,  with  the  exception  of  the  Pierce  schoolhouse,  until 
another  summer. 

As  reported  last  year  it  has  become  necessary  to  raise  the  wages 
of  our  common  school  teachers  in  order  to  retain  the  better  teach- 
ers, and  this,  with  the  higher  cost  of  fuel  demands  the  slight 
increase  asked  for  under  the  head  of  Common  Schools. 

According  to  our  State  law,  "any  public  school  failing  to  maintain 
an  average  attendance  for  any  school  year,  of  at  least  eight  pupils, 
shall  be  and  hereby  is  suspended,  unless  the  town  in  which  said 
school  is  located  shall  by  vote,  at  the  annual  meeting,  after  the  said 
committee  shall  have  made  a  written  recommendation  to  that  effect, 
instruct  its  superintending  school  committee  to  maintain  said 
school." 

Two  of- onr  rural  schools  are,  therefore,  suspended  by  law,  name- 
ly Yaggar,  with  an  average  during  the  three  terms  of  3.7,  and  Crock- 
ett school,  averaging  7.4. 

It  would  seem  to  your  committee  that  the  latter  school,  combined 
with  pupils  from  the  Millett  neighborhood  may,  in  the  coming  year, 
average  a  sufficient  attendance  to  justify  maintaining  the  school,  and 
we,  therefore,  recommend  its  maintenance. 

The  work  in  drawing  and  music  was  inspected  by  seventeen  men 
of  the  village  and  more  than  sixty  women  on  a  day  set  for  their  ex- 
amination last  spring.  Miss  Iva  L.  McArdle  was,  during  the  spring 
term  employed  as  principal  of  the  eighth  grade,  teaching  the 
special  branches  in  grades  above  the  third. 
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BegiDBiDg  in  September  Miss  McArdle  has,  agreeably  to  the  vote 
of  the  town,  instructed  all  the  common  school  grades  in  the  village 
and  the  children  at  the  Lake  school,  in  drawing  and  music.  The  ap- 
propriation of  last  March  has  been  barely  sufficient  for  two  terms. 

We  strongly  recommend  an  appropriation  sufficiently  large  to  con- 
tinue this  work  for  the  three  terms  of  the  present  year. 

And  since  the  cost  per  term  is  more  than  $150 — we  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $500 — under  this  head. 

One  dollar  for  each  pupil  enrolled  in  schools,  judiciously  placed, 
will  provide  the  text  books  required  by  law,  and  we  recommend  that 
$(300  be  raised  for  Free  Text  Books  for  1907. 

The  number  attending  our  high  school  has  increased  remarkably 
in  the  past  decade,  while  the  number  of  teachers  and  the  facilities 
for  instruction  in  the  high  school  have  not  been  correspondingly  in- 
creased. 

A  study  of  the  Town  Reports  for  1886  and  1896  shows  that  twenty 
years  ago  this  fall  there  was  an  average  attendance  in  high  school  of 
44  pupils  and  there  were  then  two  teachers.  Ten  years  ago  there 
was  an  average  attendance  in  high  school  of  53  pupils  and  there 
were. then  three  teachers.  Last  fall  the  average  attendance  was 
99.6,  almost  twice  as  many  pupils  as  in  1896,  but  only  three 
teachers. 

We  must  not  complain  of  the  increased  attendance;  it  is  the 
brightest  feature  of  Norway  life,  but  we  should  provide  a  sufficient 
number  of  teachers. 

This  spring  it  is  probable  that  14  pupils  will  graduate  and  it  is 
morally  certain  that  35  will  apply  for  admission  in  the  fall.  What 
will  you  do  with  them,  and  for  them? 

It  is  certain  that  there  will  be  not  less  than  112  pupils  in  Norway 
high  school  next  fall  and  there  may  be  120.  Your  committee  have 
decided  that  we  cannot  admit  tuition  pupils  in  this  department  in 
future,  so  that  until  more  room  and  more  teachers  are  provided, 
high  school  pupils  from  other  towns  must  be  excluded,  except  such 
as  are  now  enrolled  in  our  schools. 

When  the  present  building  was  constructed  in  1894,  it  was  made 
exactly  large  enough  for  the  number  of  pupils  then  in  school.  It 
has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  rooms  for  common  schools 
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by  one-third.  And  the  figures  showing  attendance  this  year  plainly 
demonstrate  that  we  must  enlarge  our  high  school.  So  much  for 
the  physical  necessity,  two  pupils  not  being  able  to  occupy  one  chair 
at  the  same  time. 

Our  course  of  study  is  also  sadly  in  need  of  enrichment.  The 
College  preparatory  division  suffers  the  least,  this  division  is  fairly 
well  provided  for. 

It  is  our  English  course  pupils  that  suffer,  the  majority  of  the 
school,  the  pupils  that  need  most  attention. 

For  exanaple,  because  we  have  not  teachers  enough  to  give  in- 
struction in  other  branches  there  has  been  required  of  every  pupil  in 
the  entering  class  a  year's  work  in  Ancient  History,  when  many  a 
parent  would  vastly  prefer  another  study. 

Our  pupils  have  been  rushed  and  crowded  in  Mathematics,  be- 
cause there  are  not  teachers  enough  to  hear  all  divisions  of  all  the 
classes  long  enough  to  complete  the  subjects  in  thorough  fashion. 

It  is  the  scholar  who  most  needs  the  teacher's  aid  that  suffers 
most. 

Now  our  solution,  for  the  present,  is  this:  Let  us  build  a  central 
primary  building  for  Grades  I  and  il  of  the  middle  section  of  the 
village,  and  use  one  of  our  present  rooms  as  the  recitation  room  of 
another  assistant  in  high  school.  For  the  present  this  would 
furnish  seats  for  the  increasing  classes. 

Countless  other  arguments  urge  this  step,  but  they  appeal  to  any 
one  familiar  with  conditions,  and  need  not  be  here  repeated. 

We  suggest  the  action  above  outlined  and  leave  the  matter  to  the 
voters  of  the  town.  If  the  vote  be  to  build,  an  additional  appropria- 
tion will  need  be  made  in  the  high  school  department. 

To  continue  not  less  efficiently  than  at  present  we  recommend  the

The  management  of  Mr.  Smith  and  his  wife  continues  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

With  the  increase  in  number  of  inmates  which  seems  to  be  grad- 
ually growing,  of  course  there  is  an  accompanyiDg  increase  of 
expense.  As  compared  with  last  year  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
superintendent's  salary  was  increased  to  the  extent  of  sixty  dollars, 
and  in  paying  the  rise  in  salary  we  claim  good  judgment  was  shown, 
as  by  so  doing  good  service  was  secured  for  another  year. 

What  the  farm  needs  at  all  tiraes^is  good  interested  management 

and  it  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  service  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 

Smith.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  have  decided  to  leave  at  the 
end  of  this  year's  term  of  contract. 

The  farm  was  again  injured  by  having  a  good,  well-grown  planting 
of  sweet  corn  nearly  ruined  by  frost.  The  health  conditions  at  the 
farm  during  the  past  year  have  been  favorable  indeed  and  the  service 
of  a  physician  seldom  sought. 

There  is  sufficient  flooring  and  shingles  at  the  farm  for  the  contin- 
uation of  needed  repairs  to  the  buildings.  There  is  a  good  stock  of 
wood,  hay,  ice  and  meat  on  hand,  and  the  animals  are  looking  well. 
One  new  floor  in  the  house  was  laid  during  the  past  year.

There  is  due  from  the  town  of  Bridgton  $1  owing  to  an  oversight 
in  settling  accounts  of  that  town,  and  this  is  all  that  is  owing  our 
town  on  account  of  poor. 

The  town  of  Bradford  has  acknowledged  liability  of  support  of 
Charles  Henry  Brown  and  family,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
pauper  settlement  of  Mr.  Brown  was  not  decided  until  late  in  the 
season,  some  biils  paid  on  his  account  were  outside  the  scope  of  the 
three  months  limitation  allowed  by  the  statutes;  so  we  shall  have  to 
stand  the  expense  paid  before  the  residence  of  the  family  was  fully 
determined,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Brown  witheld  the  necessary 
information  for  several  years.  In  the  future  the  town  of  Bradford 
will  pay  the  bills  of  the  family, 

Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Gammon  is  still  under  guardianship  and  is  living 
with  relatives  in  Gardiner,  Me. 

The  salary  of  the  town  physician  has  been  taken  from  the  ordinary 
allowence  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  the  custom  being  the  same  as 
was  adopted  last  year.  Dr.  Bennett  having  decided  to  leave  town 
we  have  arranged  with  Dr.  L.  Hall  Trufant  to  finish  up  her  term  as 
town  physician. 

Considering  that  the  times  have  been  quite  hard  during  a  portion 
of  the  business  year  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  poor  calls  have 
been  few  and  light. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Moore  child,  the  little  waif  thrown  upon  our 
hands  by  its  unnatural  mother  and  grandparents,  we  will  state  that 
Mrs.  Almore  A.  Everett  very  kindly  cared  for  the  child  for  two 
months  or  so,  for  which  the  town  paid  the  bills  amounting  to  $25. 
and  at  the  expiration  of  that  period  Mrs.  Everett  and  her  husband 
decided  to  keep  the  babe  as  their  own,  and  for  so  doing  were  paid 
an  additional  -125.  This  sum  of  $50  has  been  paid  back  to  the  town 
under  the  provision  of  the  new  State  pauper  law. 

Ajj  a  reason  for  so  much  aid  being  furnished  John  C.  Hnssey,  will 
say  he  fell  while  painting,  last  spring,  and  one  of  his  feet  was  nearly 
disabled.  It  is  a  hard  case  and  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  he  is 
improving,  even  though  he  gains  very  slowly,

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We  are  again  enabled  to  report  that  the  business  of  the  town  has 
gone  along  with  very  little  friction.  Thanks  to  Collector  DeCoster 
and  the  Maine  law-makers  we  have  had  sufficient  funds  to  keep  the 
business  running  without  hiring  very  much  money,  and  besides  the 
treasurer  has  taken  up  the  orders  in  bank  at  the  time  of  the  last 
annual  report,  amounting  to  $3,080.28.  The  Contingent  Fund  is  in 
very  much  better  condition  than  what  it  was  last  year.  Then  it  was 
$535.36  minus,  while  this  year  it  is  ahead  with  a  balance  of  1878.18, 
making  a  difference  of  $908.54  in  the  account's  favor. 

The  only  matter  of  much  interest  in  a  legal  way  is  the  case  yet 
undecided  where  the  collector  of  taxes  was  empowered  to  sue  Mr. 
Willis  for  a  tax  assessed  in  1906  upon  his  portable  saw  mill. 

The  overdraft  in  the  interest  account  was  largely  owing  to  the  lot 
of  old  orders  put  into  the  bank  last  year. 

As  an  explanation  of  the  fact  that  the  sum  voted  for  the  purchase 
and  erection  of  a  new  iron  bridge  at  the  Beal  meadow  proved  insuffi- 
cient, we  will  state  that  there  was  a  mistake  made  by  the  bridge 
company  in  planning  the  bridge,  on  account  of  which  a  discount  of 
$25.00  was  made  from  the  original  price  of  S562  00.  There  were 
other  necessary  expenses  found  in  erecting  the  bridge  owing  to  the 
necessity  for  altering  the  abutments  to  receive  the  structure. 

The  piece  of  State  Road  made  by  Mr.  Freeman  looks  like  a  good 
job  though  the  stretch  selected  up  "Mills  hill"  is  a  treacherous  bit 
of  ground  for  road  making  and  time  will  have  to  tell  the  story  of  the 
value  of  the  effort. 

A  list  of  delinquent  tax-payers  made  agreeably  to  direction  of  the 
legislature  is  appended  hereto. 

We  again  thank  the  people  of  the  town  for  the  general  spirit  of 
confidence  and  support  shown  us  in  our  efforts  to  execute  the  trust 
reposed  in  our  board,  and  most  respectfully  submit  this  report  for 
their  consideration.

Boarb  of  Kealtb 


To  THE  Selectmen  of  Norway: 

The  Board  of  Elealth  have  the  honor  of  submitting  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  1,  1908. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  had  an  unusual  epidemic  of 
measles,  one  hundred  and  ninety  cases  being  reported  to  us,  and 
undoubtedly  there  were  many  mild  cases  which  did  not  require  the 
services  of  a  physician  that  were  not  reported. 

This  disease  was  more  severe  than  usual  but  we  are  pleased  to  re- 
port that  only  two  deaths  were  caused  by  it  so  far  as  we  know. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported.  The  infected  houses 
were  promptly  quarantined  and  no  epidemic  followed. 

We  have  had  one  case  of  diptheria,  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
three  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

We  have  also  had  reported  to  us  several  cases  of  whooping  cough 
and  some  cases  of  chicken  pox. 

Only  a  few  nuisances  have  been  called  to  our  attention,  five  in  all. 
These  were  immediately  investigated  and  we  are  glad  to  announce 
the  fact  that  the  owners  of  the  property  upon  which  the  nuisances 
were  reported  have  been  willing  and  anxious  to  put  the  same  in  a 
sanitary  condition  as  soon  as  the  matter  was  called  to  their  attention. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the  number  of  nuisances  reported  is 
gradually  growing  less,  this  showing  that  the  property  owners  are 
realizing  that  it  is  to  their  advantage  as  well  as  to  the  good  of  the 
community  to  keep  their  proparty  in  good  sanitary  condition.

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  uniform  in  all  the  grades  and  rural 
schools  in  the  studies  Required  by  law  to  be  taught.  There  is  a 
marked  difference  in  acquirement  in  a  school  of  thirty  pupils,  like  a 
village  grade,  or  the  Lake  school,  and  one  of  our  tiny  rural  schools, 
nine  of  which  in  the  fall  of  1907  averaged  9.6  pupils  for  the  term.  If 
it  were  possible  to  devise  some  method  satisfactory  to  parents  where- 
by small  schools  could  be  united,  so  that  pupils  could  have  the 
stimulus  ot  numbers  and  their  attendant  rivalry,  greater  progress 
would  be  shown. 

In  the  village  the  extra  room  asked  for  to  accommodate  the  chil- 
dren in  the  central  school  building  was  not  granted;  the  high  school 
overflowed  into  what  was  the  seventh  grade  room,  and  the  seventh 
and  eigth  grades  were  united,  under  one  teacher  in  the  fall. 

The  results  obtained  from  crowding  forty-eight  and  then  fifty-two 
scholars  into  a  room  built  for  forty  are  in  all  respects  poor  and  in 
some  positively  harmful.  We  secured  a  teacher  who  had  taught 
under  similar  conditions  in  our  sister  village. 

She  has  done  what  she  could.  You  know  the  temperament  and 
make  up  of  the  children.  Perhaps  the  Superintendent  has  expected 
too  much.  Give  our  children  the  necessary  number  of  desks,  the 
light  and  air  they  need,  and  let  it  be  no  longer  said  that  we  do  not 
provide  su£Eicient  school  room  for  the  scholars  registered. 

Instruction  in  drawing  and  music  has  been  continued  through  the 
year.  Miss  Clara  L.  Ellis,  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Conserva- 
tory of  Music  and  trained  in  drawing  as  taught  in  the  public  schools 
of  Boston,  succeeded  to  the  place  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Iva  L.  McArdle  in  November,  1907. 

No  break  or  stay  in  the  work  was  noticeable  and  we  feel  that  the 
children  are  doing  still  the  good  work  begun  last  year. 

An  exhibit  of  the  daily  work  in  drawing  was  made  up  and  shown 
at  Bangor,  in  October,  where  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  state 
exhibited  their  work  at  the  state  convention  of  teachers. 

The  Norway  exhibit  attracted  much  attention  and  very  favorable 
comment,  as  you  doubtless  noticed  in  the  daily  newspapers  at  the 
time. 

In  the  high  school,  the  added  teacher  made  possible  several 
changes  that  we  are  persuaded  will  work  altogether  for  good.  The 
course  of  study  was  revised  and  amended  and  is  at  present  as  printed 
below : —

The  Norway  High  School  makes  imperative  the  study  of  English 
throughout  four  years,  with  the  requirement  of  Mathematics  to  the 
completion  of  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry,  with  review  of  each  dur- 
ing the  fourth  year,  for  all  pupils  who  are  to  continue  their  education 
in  other  institutions  of  learning. 

A  study,  pursued  to  completion,  counts,  for  a  half  year,  one  point; 
for  a  full  year,  two  points. 

The  student  may  take  as  many  subjets  as  he  pleases,  aggregating 
not  less  than  eight  points,  each  year,  subject  to  the  arrangement  of 
the  time  table,  and  the  condition  that  not  less  than  five  must  elect 
any  subject,  except  Greek  and  Solid  Geometry,  to  insure  the  forma- 
tion of  a  class  in  that  subject. 

In  order  to  graduate  he  must  complete  studios  amounting  to  thirty- 
two  points,  gaining  a  rank  of  seventy  in  each  study.  In  case  of 
failure  to  secure  a  rank  of  seventy  in  one  study  for  two  consecutive 
terms,  the  pupil  is  required  to  review  the  subject  with  the  class  be- 
low, and  continue  with  that  class  in  th^t  subject. 

In  this  way  the  student  may  complete  the  course  in  four,  five  or 
six  years,  according  to  health,  strength,  natural  ability  and  freedom 
from  domestic  or  other  responsibilities. 

Pupils  who  expect  to  teach  should  elect  the  Teacher's  course  in 
third  and  fourth  years,  thus  getting  valuable  training  in  practical 
work,  to  supplement  their  study,  and  should  teach  at  least  a  term 
before  going  to  Normal  school,  unless  fully  decided  that  the  teacher's 
life  is  what  they  desire  to  follow. 

To  entitle  a  pupil  to  graduation  from  College  Preparatory  courses 
he  must  be  proficient  in  studies  credited  with  twenty-six  points,  as 
prescribed  by  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board.

This  outline  of  our  work  was  submitted  to  Payson  Smith,  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Norway  High  School  is  classed 
by  the  State  Department  as  a  high  school  of  standard  grade,  a  dis- 
tinction granted  to  but  89  public  high  schools  in  the  521  towns  and 
qities  of  the  State, 
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One  of  the  promising  features  of  the  new  course  is  the  attention 
devoted  to  pupils  who  wish  to  become  teachers,  and  the  instruction 
especially  devised  for  them  in  the  third  and  fourth  years. 

While  not  claiming  to  give  young  teachers  a  course  equal  to  that 
of  our  Normal  schools  we  do  maintain  that  we  will  materially  aid  the 
pupil  who  wants  to  teach  after  graduation  from  our  high  school; 
and  we  are  confident  that  this  will  greatly  improve  the  quality  of 
instruction  in  our  own  rural  schools,  as  well  as  in  the  schools  of 
other  towns  where  our  graduates  teach. 

In  passing,  it  is  well  to  report  that  the  present  junior  class  in 
high  school  has  purchased  and  presented  to  the  school  a  first-class 
clock,  now  hanging  on  the  wall  of  the  new  high  school  room,  the 
"Junior  Room." 

Acts  like  this  show  how  the  pupils  appreciate  what  the  town  does 
for  them.

The  Don  C.  Seitz  prize  for  excellence  in  course  was  awarded  to 
Miss  Chase. 

Anything  like  general  condemnation  of  the  public  schools  of  Nor- 
way comes  from  sources  that  are  unreliable. 

The  superintendent  is  not  ignorant  that  the  system  has  its  weak 
spots;  that  some  terms  are  none  too  profitable;  but  critics  of  our  own 
town,  and  from  other  cities  and  towns  unite  in  praise  of  our  schools. 

The  habit  of  visiting  the  school  room,  growing  with  us,  is  to  be 
commended  and  in  my  own  behalf  and  in  behalf  of  the  teachers  I 
thank  the  earnest  men  and  women  of  Norway  who  have  thought  of 
the  schools  during  the  year  and  who  have  visited  them. 

My  thanks  are  also  tendered  to  the  School  Committee  and  citizens 
for  many  valuable  suggestions.

The  SuperintendiDjOf  School  Committee  of  Norway,  Maine,  Mr. 
H.  L.  Horne,  member  for  one  year,  Wm.  F.  Jones,  esq.,  member  for 
two  years,  and  Geo.  E.  Tubbs,  member  for  three  years,  met  and 
organized  March  5,  1907,  electing  H.  L.  Horne,  chairman,  and  Charles 
P.  Barnes,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  devolving  by  law  upon  the  Superintendent 
of  schools  the  Committee  by  vote  delegated  to  him  the  following: 

1.  To  purchase  text  books,  apparatus  and  appliances,  approved  by 
the  School  Committee,  and  have  the  care  of  the  same. 

2.  To  provide  fuel  and  supplies. 

3.  To  have  the  custody  and  care  of  schoolhouses  and  superintend 
authorized  repairs. 

4.  To  direct  the  truant  officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

5.  To  determine  what  description  of  scholars  shall  attend  each 
common  school,  classify  them  and  transfer  them  from  school  to 
school. 

6.  To  collect  high  school  tuition. 

7.  To  fill  vacancies  suddenly  arising  in  the  corps  of  teachers.

A  credit  allowance  for  worn  out  books  in  exchange  amounting  to 
$9.19  has  been  deducted  by  the  publishers  of  whom  we  have  pur- 
chased, leaving  net  cost  of  books  as  above  stated. 

This  allowance  arises  where  a  series  or  a  text  in  use  is  displaced  by 
the  introduction  of  a  text  by  another  author,  and  the  past  year  there 
has  been  but  one  such  introduction,  the  Gilbert  and  Harris  Guide 
Books  to  English,  consequently  the  credit  allowance  is  slight. 

The  largest  sum  expended  in  repairs  on  any  one  building  was  at 
the  Lake,  where  we  now  have  a  building  practically  new,  inside  and 
out.  Another  year  the  ell  or  sheet  should  be  built  over.  There  is  at 
this  house  but  one  privy  for  all  children,  and  the  mere  naming  of  the 
need  will  without  doubt  guarantee  that  the  defect  will  be  remedied. 

The  Lower  Primary  was  shingled  last  summer,  and  the  chimney 
must  be  built  over  this  spring. 

The  Superintendent's  report  shows  the  Jones,  Yaggar,  Crockett, 
Frost,  Chapel,  Millettville  and  Sodom  schoolhouses  either  unoc- 
cupied or  with  too  small  an  average  attendance  for  schools  to  be 
longer  maintained  without  vote  of  the  town.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  committee  that  the  Chapel  school  should  be  continued;  that 
Crockett  Ridge  and  Millettville  should  be  united,  if  possible;  while 
the  Jones,  Yaggar,  Frost  Hill  and  Sodom  children  should  be  con- 
veyed to  the  nearest  schools,  or  the  pupils  boarded,  as  provided  by  law. 

It  is  becoming  each  year  more  difficult  to  secure  teachers  of  the 
quality  we  demand,  at  the  wages  offered  by  Norway. 

We  have  kept  our  corps  of  teachers  full  the  past  year  and  have  not 
overdrawn  the  allowances  for  teachers,  but  we  have  been  obliged  to 
expend  some  money  in  telephoning  and  travel  to  meet  the  various 
candidates. 

Again  we  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  of  the  town  to  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  our  common  school  rooms  in  the  village. 
Each  room  is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  under  considerations  of 
li^ht  and  health,  comfort  and  order,  when  seating  forty  pupils. 
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A  glance  at  the  Superintendent's  report  shows  at  last  report  35  in 
Middle  Prinaary,  29  in  Grade  III,  27  in  Grade  IV,  40  in  Grade  V, 
40  in  Grade  VI  and  48  in  the  room  intended  for  Grade  VIII.  This 
winter  there  are  52  registered  in  this  room.  Recall  the  fact  that  this 
room  was  constructed  to  accommodate  40  pupils. 

There  are  52  enrolled  there  now,  and  even  if  the  grades  do  not 
increase  next  fall  there  will  be  66  entitled  to  seats  in  this  room  unless 
a  new  room  is  provided. 

Again,  as  last  year,  your  Committee  urge  the  town  to  build  a  new 
schoolhouse. 

Let  it  be  a  building  intended  for  Grades  I  and  II  like  our  present 
Upper  and  Lower  Primary  schoolhouses,  and  then  we  will  have 
rooms  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  each  by  itself  as  it  should 
be.  Miss  Abbott  and  Miss  Beverage  in  the  fall,  and  Miss  Beverage 
and  Miss  Blackwood,  the  lady  assistants  in  the  high  school,  during 
the  winter  term,  have  taught  the  English  of  Grades  seven  and  eight, 
but  we  have  required  Miss  Dudley  to  hear  all  the  other  recitations  of 
both  grades.  It  has  been  perforce,  hearing  recitations,  the  teacher 
has  not  had  time  to  teach  and  the  pupils  of  these  two  grades  have 
been  deprived  of  their  right  to  be  taught. 

The  arrangement  of  the  present  year  cannot  be  continued,  for  the 
high  school  teachers  will  hereafter  have  every  period  occupied  in 
giving  high  school  instruction  and  cannot  hear  grade  recitations. 

It  is  detrimental  to  health  to  crowd  more  than  forty  into  one  room; 
it  is  unfair  to  the  pupils  thus  hampered  in  their  progress,  and  it 
makes  a  seriously  weak  spot  in  an  otherwise  good  system  of  schools. 

If  it  is  decided  to  build,  let  there  be  a  generous  appropriation  to 
build  and  furnish  a  good  schoolroom  for  the  little  ones. 

We  are  proud  of  our  high  school;  we  recognize  that  we  have  ex- 
cellent instructors  therein,  and  that  to  retain  them  or  to  secure 
equally  able  successors  we  must  pay  more  liberal  salaries.
